IT IS 11:15 by th e clock as this sheet of paper is put into my faithful 
little typew riter.

There is an absolute stillness in the room where I sit and write. 
Not a sound can be heard beyond th e click-clock of the great tim e­ 
piece in th e hall.

ments. These he has rejected. 
Instead,

weeks ago to retire definitely from 
the political arena. 
T his decision 
rested mainly upon the feeling on 
his part that while it m ight not be 
possible for him to be a consistent 
administrationist, at this time, he 
could not be a republican either, or 
even a liberty leaguer. 
Some of these friends had won­ 
dered if he m ight not go back and 
take his place as a political factor 
In Arizona, which state had kept 
him in congress for seven years. He 
resigned his seat in th a t body to 
become director of the budget.

He followed this statem ent with 
a declaration th a t “if the hands of 
j the police in the Lindbergh case 
j had not been tied, th e case would 
I have been cleaned up in 48 hours."

Lindbergh with refusing to accept 
police assistance, and promised to 
call Governor A. H arry Moore and 
police officials at the trial to tes­ 
tify on these phases of the case.
